Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants* argument , re claims 1, 7 and 24, is 
that Yoo et al. fails to disclose "the passivation layer is removed in each of the plurality of pixel regions"; Applicants are directed to figure 
6C and accompaning text (col. 6, In 14) which disclose the portion of the passivation (112b) is removed. In addition, re claims 10, 11 
and 23, Yoo fails to discloses "a passivation layer is removed in the boundary region" and "the pixel electrode selectively covers the 
passivation layer". As staed above, figure 6C does disclose the removing of the passivation (i.e., only portion of the passivation (112a) is 
remaining over the TFT) as well as the pixel electrode (110) selectively covers the passivation layer (1 12a) as shown in figure 6D. 
Applicants' arguments have been fully considered, but they are not persuasive. 
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
